About 3000 former soldiers will 


•be eligible for the state bonus un- 
der a decision of the Wisconsin Su- 
preme court Tuesday. The court af- 
firmed the decision of the lower case 
awarding the bonus to Ellis Lrnde- 
muth, Superior, declaring that the 
term "residence" nnder the law was 
the place of induction into the serv- 
ice. 
That the legislature will un- 


doubtedly have to appropriate more 
money to fill these claims in the 
statement of Colonel J. G. Salsman 
of the Service Recognition Board. 


Elles M. Lindemuth was working 


at Superior-at the time of registra- 
tion and induction into the service. 
His home is at Gaylord, Mick but 
came to Superior and worked as a 
fireman on Great Northern Rrd. He 
said he considered his home at Su- 
perior. He was credited to the mil- 
itary quota of Michigan. He asked 
for his bonus under soldier bonus 
law on the ground that Wisconsin 
was his place 'of residence. 
The 


court below found Wisconsin to be 
his legal residence and awarded him 
a bonus. The appeal was taken on 
the ground that Lindemuth was not 
an actual military resident of Wis- 
consin''at the time and is not entit- 
led to the bonus. 


This was but a test; action. About 


3,000 similar cases are pending m 
Wisconsin. Many of there are boys 
who claim their residence in Wiscon- 
sin but who went into service in 
some other state. Others are 'boys 
who got their military cards in oth-

•windows and open them to fresh air 
and sunlight. 


Have leaky roofs and bad plumbing 


repaired, and do not tolerate dirty 
broken walls and ceilings. 


Use plenty of soap, hot water anc 


sunshine.' 


Clean up the attic and other re- 


mote places where flies breed and 
dust accumulates. 


Use the damp broom, the oil mop 


and oiled cloths instead of 
dry 


sweepings and dustings, which are 
dangerous practices. 


Burn 
all 
household 
rubbish 


promptly. 


Dispose of garbage according to 


your municipal regulations. 


Do not throw waste paper in any 


street, or park, or backyard. Bale 
and sell all waste paper. 


Don't forget the stagnant pools 


and ill-smelling refuse piles. They 
breed flies and mosquitoes, and con- 
sequently disease. 


Don't let milk bottles stand un- 


washed after use.

In the suc- 


ceeding 'variations on these two 
themes, the master subtly changes 
the character by subduing the ac- 
cents as he introduces shorter and 
shorter tones which twine a'bout the 
principal themes.

MR. THQS. E. LYONS ON TAXATION 


» wON. THOS. LYONS the democratic member of the tax com- 
H mission comes from Superior. At Superior they are hav- 
ing the same furore over taxation as elsewhere in the state. 
Public officers have voluntarily reduced their salaries. A part 
of the necessary office force has been put on half time with naif 
pay. 
A real fight is on to reduce the salaries of teachers. Pub- 


lic" works are being neglected. Many mean little things are be- 
ing suggested in the name of economy and lower taxes. At the 
same time the commercial clubs, and similar organizations have 
been busy importuning members of the legislature to vote 
against measures to equalize taxes between the rich who are 
able to pay and the poor who must suffer to pay. 


So Mr. Lyons takes occasion to write a fellow townsman a 


homily on taxation at Superior. It is so good that we republish 
it from the Superior Telegram as our editorial of today. 


Every taxpayer of the state may apply it to.his own com- 


munity with equal justice. 


Mr. Lyons says: 


"About a week ago, I saw a copy of The Telegram 


containing- an account of the meeting of the Commer- 
cial Club or other.body of that kind at Superior, in- 
cluding' a -eport of the speech of Judge Fridley, and a 
resolution passed by the meeting protesting against the 
repeal of the personal property offset provision of the 
-income tax law, and urging opposition to other pro- 
posed tax measures. 


"If any consistency were to be expected frojtn 


Superior business men the action relating to the repeal 
of the offset provision would be surprising. 
.As indi- 


cated by the action of the city officers, the tax burden 
in that city is already oppressive and there is desperate 
need of additional revenue. Apparently the city officers 
have waived or remitted a percentage of their salaries 
to help the situation out, and the tenor of the discus- 
sion at the meeting referred to would indicate that the 
finances of the city are in a critical situation. _Never- 
theless, those present went on record in opposition to 
n repeal of the personal property offset provision, which 
would furnish the city perhaps four times as much rev- 
enue as the aggregate salaries of all city officers out- 
side of the fire and police department. 


"According to reports made to this office the ag- 


gregate income tax assessed against the residents of 
Superior, corporate and individual, in 1919 for collec- 
tion in 1920, was $230,975, and $150,000 of this amount 
was cancelled by the offset of personal property taxes. 
Of course, the benefit of the offset was limited to par- 
t;es who had both income and personal property taxes 
to pay. 
Just why the most fortunate taxpayers who 


have both personal property and income in substantial 
amount should be singled out and favored in this way, 
while the community as a whole is in desperate straits, 
is not easy to see. 


"The trivial gain to be secured by the reduction of 


salaries of city officers as compared with your whole- 
sale loss by permitting the offset is a striking example 
of fiscal astigmatism. 
Yet both your representatives 


in the assembly, no doubt influenced by the action of 
so-called business men, voted against the bill which 
\voi:ld give the city approximately §150,000 a year. 
v.-i'ich recalls Poor Richard's maxim that if our town 
(.-'»'> are high, we are taxed as much again by our 
sloth, two times as much by our pride, and three times

HERE is widespread propaganda now to the effect that the 
railroads are in a bad way. 
The purpose is to frame the 


public for a reduction of wages of the men and another raid on 
the government treasury. At the same time the officers' salar- 
ies have been increased and the roads have been having their 
repairing done in outside shops owned by the same buccaneers 
as own the roads. The cost for repairs in the outside shops 
range from 300 to -100 per cent more than the same work would 
cost in the railroad shops. 


The roads have received more than $500,000,000 gratuity 


from the government treasury since they were returned to pri- 
vate control. They owe the government in addition more than 
1,200 million dollars. They secured under the Esch-Cummins 
rates so high as to completely paralyze business, and now they 
have little to haul. 
They are facing receiverships entirely be- 


cause of their greed and bad management. The country is suf- 
fering equally with the roads. 


The government would have again taken over the roads be- 


fore this had it not been that the businessmen and congress who 
stood for the Esch-Cummins bill dare not admit their offense 
against the ptrblic. But businessmen are fast coming to the 
knowledge that something must be done soon to revive busi- 
ness. Present freight rates arc prohibitory. They are raining 
business and the roads as well. 


Businessmen are appealing to Washington for relief. Presi- 


dent Harding has thrown up his hands passing the buck to ihv 
Commerce Commission. The Commission washes its hands of 
responsibility claiming with trnth that congress compelled it to 
act contrary to elemental principles of railroad control. 


Some thing is liable to break any day. 
Bnt the one way to 


solve the problem—government ownership—will be delayed to 
the very last thing.
